Our first Council meeting of 2018 will host two candidates for California Lt. Governor. Eleni Kounalakis and Ed Hernandez, who are vying for 
endorsements in the race, will each have an opportunity to address the Council and respond to our members’ questions and concerns. The Lt. 
Governor sits on the UC Board of Regents and is currently the only elected and publicly accountable official on the Board. 


Know Your Rights: Paid Leave for Jury Duty with Substitute 
Article 12 section F, Leaves of Absence and Active Service Modified Duty, says that NSF shall be eligible for paid leave for required jury duty 


when verification of service has been provided. Article 8 section B, Instructional Support, provides that when an NSF requests a substitute and 
the University deems a substitute necessary, the University will assume all expenses related to the substitute. These articles may be useful in 
cases when deferring jury duty service to the end of the term is not possible or acceptable. Please read the full contract language and get in 
touch with a union rep on your campus if you have questions.
